COUNTY OFFICIALS. 
OD 
Full Text of Goversor Gordon’s Letter to Judge 
Simmons Concerning the Arrest of the Moore 
Lycchers-The Costtothe State- Sherif 
Wescott Defends Himself, Ete, 


The peenliar circumstances developed by an 
investigation of the arrest of the Moore lynch- 
ers, as set forth in Governor Gordon’s letter to 
Judge Simmons, of the Macon superior court, 
were stated in THE CONSTITUTION on the 21st 
inst. As was expected, the officers of Bibb 
county, wincing under the home thrusts of the 
governor’s letter, have made a statement in re- 
gard to the charges. 

The letter written by Governor Gordon to 


Judge Simmons reads as follows: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, AT- 
LANrA, Ga,, April 21, 1887.—To Hon. ‘iIhomas J. 
Simmons, judye of the superior courts of the Macon 
circuit— Deer Sir:—On the 13th inst. a proclama- 
t On was issued by the secretary of state in pur- 
suance of an order made in that office, offering a 
reward Of 3150 each for the'arrestand delivery to 
the Sherif! of Bibb county, of Lee James,-Fred Per- 
kins, H. Harker, W. G. Ford and W. A. Johnson. 
There parties had been indicted at the October 
term, 15-6, of the superior court of Bibb county, for 
‘he murder of James Moore, and though mouths 
bad elapsed, were stili at largeon the isth day of 
Ajril. The proclemation offering these rewards 
appeared in the Macon Telegraph on the lith day 
ol April. Withiu afew hours afterwards, three of 
tLe above named fugitives from justice, were ar- 
re ted by different parties, without assis'ance of any 
kind frem any officer of the Jaw in Bibb county. 
dheir arrests were accomplished with an ease and an 
expedition which was remarkable. There was no

THE SHERIFF'S REPLY. 

“Before 9o’clock on the night of the day on 
BWlich the indictments weie banded in,” 
Stenif Westevtt, of Bibd county, to a reporter, 
‘Tarsesicd Isnacsand Kelly, the only men 
available at the time. Perkins and James 
were not iu the city atthe time, and it was 
learned by we that they left before the indict- 
ments were found, and I had not the remotest 
idea Of their whereabont3. Johnson was a 
stranger in Mecon, and left Macon, so I was 
informed, shortly after the lynching. Ford 
wes not here that I know of, and 
I did not know Parker. In fact, my- 
eclf and deputies were of the opinion 
that Darker had been running as baggage- 
master on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and I made personal efforts 
tosecure him, shonid I learn of his where- 
abouts, never dreaming that the indicted Puar- 
ker was inthecity. There are quite a num- 
ber of persons of that name in the county, aad 
cnjJy three or four of them livein this city. 
Since thearrest I find thatitis trae that ths 
indicted Parker has been at work in Macon ail 
t- e while. Dut as he was fireman on one of the 
Switching engines of the Central railroad, far 
rcmoved from observation, and not ming!ing 
with the people, there was nothing to in- 
dicate to me that ho was 
man wented instead of the Par- 
ker on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, whom I had been watching 
for, Johnson was arrested ina little town ia 
Spelding county, and mace known who he was, 
according to the statement of the man who ar- 
rested hiw, while in an intoxicated condition. 
Ford was arrested in Warren county by a de- 
tective. who fouxrd his whereabouts by sesing 
bis brother get on the train to gu in that direc- 
tion snd following him. Parker virtually gave 
b ms lf up, first toa friend and then to me, at 
which time I first discovered that he was the 
man I wanted.” 

The letter and the sheriff’s answer speak for 
thc mcelves.

Avnual Meeting of the Atianta Bible So- 
clety. 


The annual meeting of the Atlanta Bible 


society took place t night in the Firat 


Methodist church. The spscious building was 
filled with a very attentive congregation. The 
officers of the society oc™u pied seats wi-hia the 
railing of the altar, and Dr. James H. Carlisle 
and Mr. H. P. Myers satin the pulpit. Several 
ministers were in front seats near the pulpit. 

The opening hymu—“From Greenland’s Icy 
Mountains’—was sung by the choir and con- 
gregation with spirit. 

Then a fervent prayer, suitable to the ocza- 
sion, was made by Dr. Barnett, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church. 

The president of the society, Mr. A. D. 
Adair, made a few happy remarks in introduc: 
ing Mr. H. P. Myers, district superintendent 
of tbe American Bible Society for tne state of 
Georgia. Mr, Myers spoke briefly, but with 
g:eat clearness and earnestness, touching the 
objects and workof the parent society. He 
pointed out what hecouceived to be the work 
of the Atlanta branch and gave somes whole- 
ecme suggestions as to the methods which 
ought to be ;ursued in disseminating the 
gospel by mea. of a wide and liberal distribu- 
ticn of bibles to «uch persons as are now desti- 
tute of a copy of i eSeriptures. He read some 
startling statistics «s tothe numberof bibles 
which the Americau society had distribated, 
and made semointeresting statemonts consern- 
ing the cost of bibles and the relative propor: 
tion of familiesin the city who possess a copy 
of the book and those who bave itnot. In 
closing his remarks he introduced Dr. Carlislo. 

Dr. Carlisle, the distinguished pregident of 
W offord college, then addressed the congrega- 
tion at some length, He described the great 
velue of the Bible as a civilizing agency and a 
moral power, “That nation,” said he, “which 
lives the nearest to the spirit and the teachings 
of the holy scriptures, is that nation which has 
the best warrant aud hope of temporal prosper- 
ity.’ Dr. Carlisle’s address was striking and 
original and produced a good impression upon 
his hearera. Before taking his seat he stated 
that ica! gps upon the paying of $30 could 
eecure a membérship in the Americau soci- 
ety and by paying $!5 could buy a life mem- 
bership in the Atlanta sc’. ty.
